"The installed base of the PS2 will need to be large for the 
network concept to gain momentum, so the goal probably is to 
boost sales during the Christmas season of 2001 and launch the 
network in full swing in early 2002.” 

Regardless, broadband console gaming is going to be huge 
when it's finally ready, and will be a major part of the PS2's 
future that you'll definitely want to keep on your radar.

By saying 
Lara's dead, the end of The Last Revelation was 
really the end of the series as we currently 
know it; with a view that we wanted a real clean 
break to the next generation. So the end of 
The Last Revelation was our way of finishing 
the series. Chronicles was always scheduled 
because originally we Thought мей до a movie 
tie-in... 


PSM: But the movie got held up early on...

next one. The locations are Rome, a Russian 
submarine base in Russia, an island, and an 
office block. 

Each stage has a different gameplay style. 
The Rome area is a very traditional Tomb 
Raider stage. Lara looks like we've seen her 
before, and the gameplay is traditional Tomb 
Raider wandering around, exploring, finding 
things, and solving puzzles. The second 
location, which is in a Russian submarine base, 
is action-oriented. There's а bit more shooting, 
and the puzzles are quick and easy, The third 
location has young Lara in Ireland. It's very 
different, because with young Lara, we can't 
give her guns, so she's got no weaponry. She's 
at this big castle in a churchyard, and there's all 
these goblins and ghouls and apparitions and 
ghosts, and she can't fight these things. She's 
got to find different ways of trapping them. The 
fourth location - which is in the office block — 
is different, because it features a high-tech 
Lara. And Lara's got a companion there who's 
telling her things, guiding her, helping her solve 
puzzles. So that's very different. We never had 
that sort of communication with someone 
helping Lara. 

So four different locations, nice and clean 


` for us, no mess with the story. When we looked 


back at the earlier games, there was a lot of 
stuff that wed done in Tomb Raider 3 which 
wasn't used in 4 and vice versa. So weve 
actually pulled everything together on this 
game. This will be the definitive Tomb Raider on 
PSI. It's fair to say that on the technical side, we 
really haven't done anything massive. What 
we've done is we've made sure that everything 
that's in there is as good as it could be. So this 
time all we can do is speed it up, make it a lot 
better, you know, improve the lights, improve 
the cameras, improve all the systerns in there,

so dominantly keep them the same. 


PSM: What new features can we expect 
to see in Chronicles? 

AS: The gameplay will revolve around some 
new elements, like stealth. It's not massively 
deep stealth, but the baddies are triggered by 
sound and by line of sight. If you creep up 
behind a baddy, he won't hear you, but if you 
do the the normal walk, he'll turn around and 
shoot you. We've got some grab moves, and 
Lara can do things like combine chloroform 
with a rag to knock enemies out. 

This time we've put a lot more scripted 
elements in the game. So, you know, there'll be 
a guy down a corridor, and he'll be asleep with 
his feet up on the table. You can sneak past 
him if you want, or you can sneak up behind 
him and knock him on the head. 

Lara's got new moves, like where she walks 
across a tightrope. It's tricky, because you have 
to balance her. She'll grab onto parallel bars, 
do a couple of loops, let go, and grab the next. 
bar Lara can search. She can go through 
drawers and open cupboards. 


PSM: So there's a lot more background 
interaction? 

AS: Lara's in a more real environment, which 
makes a difference. We can hide things in 
there. It's not just, you know, oh, there's a key 
on the floor, pick it up. М/еуе tried to remove 
that whole, “I've got a key, so I've got to go find 
a door for the key" mentality The puzzles will 
be more local. There'll be a lot more use of the 
inventory system. 

Again, the whole premise of this game is 
that Lara's dead, and these are flashbacks to 
all her adventures. Towards the end of the 
game, we're going to reveal that Von Croy has 
not joined the funeral because he blames 


himself for what happened to Lara. He's 
frantically still looking for her And at the 
end of Chronicles, somebody will come 
running up holding Lara’s boots or 
backpack or knickers or something like 
that, and that sets the scene for the next 
generation. 

For the PC version, we're releasing the 
tools that we've used in the past to build all 
the levels, so people will be able to build 
their own levels. We've been working on it 
now for 12 months. It's been a lot of work 
to produce the fully documented manuals 
and tutorials included in there. And, in fact, 
it's very easy for us to convert a PC wad 
into a PlayStation wad, but it’s not so easy 
to the consumers out there, obviously. 50 
I'm not so sure that will be available for 
PlayStation, which is a shame. 


PS2 Tomb Raider 

PSM: All we know about the PS2 Tomb 
Raider is that it’s in development — 
what's up? 

AS: Well, first off, it probably won't be 
called Tomb Raider, but we haven't made 
that decision yetThe next generation is 
going to be shockingly different. We've 
taken a good six, seven months’ look at 
Lara Croft and what she stands for and 
who she is. We want to bring a different 
Lara to the next generation. | look at 
something like Metal Gear Solid 2, which 
was, without question, one of the best 
things I've seen on PlayStation2. But all 
that they've physically done is produce 
another version of Metal Gear on 
PlayStation2. | might be wrong when the 
game comes out. For my own view, it’s very 
similar to what you experienced on Metal 
Gear Solid. We didn’t want to do that. We 
didn't want to put Lara in a temple or tomb. 
We wanted to move into this whole next 
generation. 

For us, part of what that means is 
creating episodic content. That is, what 
we're going to offer in this first PS2 Tomb 
Raider is a tiny part of the big picture. You 
may play this game and get to a logical 
end, but you're not going to get a menu 
screen that goes, "Congratulations, you've 
done it" By changing everything and 
making this episodic, it's along the lines of 
the X-Files where each episode builds 
towards the big picture. What мете selling 
initially is just the beginnings of the story, 
and then players will get bombarded with 
Six or seven plots that are all going to have 
their own root and their own direction. And 
we'll introduce other characters that you 
will play for a percentage of the next gen 
Tomb Raider, and they might go off on their 
Own separate adventures to progress the 
story down a different route, and the paths 
will cross. So it's actually very complex. 
And the overall story is very thick — it's like 
a movie script. It's not just this movie of this 
year, it's the movie next year and the 
year after. 


PSM: What will the release schedule 
be for each installment? Can we still 
expect a game once a year? Maybe 
smaller, more frequent chapters or a 


mix of both? 

AS: Yeah, exactly that. It might be every 
three months we put out just a little 
something. We've got lots of different 
ideas. You can advertise the next version 
coming in three months' time or a month's 
time, and maybe people can go download 
a small part of it. And again, the big, big 
story is obviously very important. 

Also, Lara will change depending on 
who's playing her. It'll be dependent on 
what you do to her; you can change her 
attributes, her skills, and so on. The 
simplest example is if you choose to sprint 
everywhere, in essence taking an RPG- 
type approach, her sprinting skill will 
increase. It may not be fundamental to the 
gameplay, but boy, you'll be able to get 
away from the baddies a little bit quicker. 
How well she can climb objects will 
depend on how much of that you do and 
which routes you take. 


PSM: So the game just kind of takes a 
look at how you play, and then... 

AS: Yeah. We don't want people to 
manage that, and we don't want a screen 
to come up and go, "Congratulations, 
you've gone up another level" It'll be a 
natural thing. And | think a part of it is that 
you're more dependent on the character If 
she falls from a big height, she won't just go 
“ow! she'll break her leg, and then she'll 
hobble around. 

Мете going to move Lara to a more 
mature audience. Her character won't 
change, but maybe the scenario that she's 
put into will force her to change. For 
example, she's had this near-death experi- 
ence. Maybe she came out of this and she 
reassessed her life, and she thought "Hey, 
maybe raiding temples and tombs is not 
what lifes about”. Maybe theres more 
important things to life. Maybe she can't 
get her head sorted out through all this, 
and maybe she's lost the house and her 
fame and fortune. She's on that downhill 
Slope. Maybe all the doors that have always 
been open to Lara Croft because of the 
person she is and the background she's 
from, maybe those have been firmly shut 
in her face, and this is Lara in a very, very 
different scenario. Those are examples of 
directions that we could take in the next 
generation. So don't expect to press the 
Start button and see Lara standing in front 
of a temple. That is the last thing that we 
want to produce in the next generation of 
Tomb Raider. 

We have a lot of ideas, and we literally 
spent six months reassessing where we are 
with Lara and what мете going to do, and 
a good four or five months drawing, just 
&oing back to traditional values. She won't 
be wearing her traditional outfit Lara's 
whole shape has changed. She's a little bit 
more toned. She's a bit more buff. 


PSM: You know what's kind of neat, 
though, is that you can take away the 
blue shirt and everything, but there's 
still no doubt who that character is. 

AS: Exactly. She'll show lots of facial 
expressions. You'll be able to see a grin is

on her face, and when shes tired, her 
posture changes, slouching a little bit. You 
can just look at her and see what her state 
is. Lots of work is going into just showing 
facial expressions, because she'll talk with 
many .other characters. We've also got 
some new, more efficient ways of doing 
animation. If Lara's running and we want 
her to pick up her coat, we don't have to 
animate that individually. We can just use 
the mathematics of connecting her 
hand to the object — it can be generated 
on the fly. 


Р5М: With all the gameplay changes, 
can we still assume that a big focus of 
the series will be exploration? 

AS: There will be lots of new elements, you 
know, the story is a huge part of it. There's 
this force unbeknownst to Lara that may 
be watching her And you know, maybe 
everything in history has happened inten- 
tionally, Maybe the world wars were started 
intentionally, maybe every major catastro- 
phe has happened for a reason. And we've 
got a really nice idea in there, but l'm not 
going to tell it to you yet... sorry. 

We've got several different storylines, 
different ways for Lara to go. But they ulti- 
mately will all work together, and we've got 
some great ideas on what should be 
happening in the big picture. But yeah, 
well be doing some things that we know 
Lara for, but I'm not so sure that they will 
be the main focus. 


PSM: I’m trying to imagine exactly 
how Id play this game, what the flow 
of it will be like... 

AS: | don't think it will squeeze into a tradi- 
tional model. By using lots of new technol- 
ogy, were producing something slightly 
different. So | do believe that this first next 
generation Lara Croft adventure game will 
be the beginning of something quite big. 


PSM: The people working on PS2 
Tomb Raider have got to be excited. 
AS: Oh, yeah. We've got some great guys. 
We've got some of the guys from the 
original Tomb Raider and some new blood, 
which has been great, getting new blood in 
there. 


PSM: With both projects going on at 
the same time, are there things in 
Tomb Raider Chronicles that kind of 
point to what the PS2 game will be? 
AS: There's some of that, but not a massive 
amount. You know, the progression of the 
inventory system is something important to 
us. But the next generation is a big jump. 1 
mean, it's a colossal jump. 


PSM: I think it’s really cool that you 
guys are approaching it that way. Too 
many other developers are 
just putting out prettier 
PlayStation games. 

AS: We could just put out a better-looking 
Tomb Raider, and it would probably sell 
bucket loads. But | think, that's what we did 
on PlayStation, and we pushed it a little bit. 
We want to go the whole hog.

CHEAT 1: DEATH FROM ABOVE 

Go to the Etal base and jump on the 
tall building directly behind you when 
you start out. Most of the opponents 
will not fly to the top, but remain at 
the base of the building. The easiest, 
but hardest, method to win is to catch 
the opponent in the corner of the 
indentation of the building. Stand on 
the edge, directly above the enemy 
and shoot down. It's cheap, but hey! 


SPECIAL TIP: HOW TO DO A TWO-HIT COMBO 

If you fire a really powerful weapon at point blank range on an 
enemy, you can follow it up with your sword attack to get a 2 
hit combo if you're quick enough.

RANDY: This problem isn’t limited to Spider- 
Man, but in fact affects quite a number of 
games when run on older PlayStations. It has 
to do with the minute system timing differ- 
ences there are between all of the various 
revisions of the hardware. These small differ- 
ences add up to big ones when you go from 
the 1st generation to the latest, and can cause 
anything from audio not syncing with 
cinemas to games not boothing at all. 

You're right, though — it does suck, but 
it's the unfortunate price we pay for continu- 
ing hardware revision, which, in turn, results 
in price drops. Developers, for their part, 
aren't entirely to blame, since their games are 
bug-tested on what are called "debug" 
PlayStations that haven't changed in specifi- 
cation since 1995.

RANDY: No problem, Stephen. Now, let's 
tackle your questions... 


1. No, there haven’t been any console games 
(or PC games that | know of) that’ve received 
the strictly taboo AO (Adults Only) rating. 
Why have it if you aren't going to use it? 
Perhaps with PS2, and Sony's mission to 
"evolve" the electronic entertainment 
market, we'll start seeing more mature 
games. As for when, that's anybody's guess. 


2. One of the major benefits of using the 
DVD format for videogames is the huge 
amount of data that can be stored on them. 
A normal CD-ROM can hold 650 megabytes 
of information, whereas DVD-ROM can hold 
up to 17 gigabytes using both sides of the disc 
and two layers on each side. Almost as 
important as the boost in capacity is the 
increase in data transfer rate on PlayStation2. 
When transferring textures and other infor- 
mation from the drive to the Emotion Engine, 
DVD-ROM is nearly twice as fast as CD-ROM 
on PS2. 


3. The U.S. PlayStation2 will come packaged 
with one DualShock2 controller, a composite 
AN cable, a power cord, and a manual. 
There's no word whether Sony plans to 
include any sort of demo disc as it did with 
the original PlayStation. 


4. Primarily, Sony isn't including a memory 
card with the U.S. PlayStation2 in order to 
keep the price of the system down. 


Additionally, it prevents the alteration of DVD 
drivers that might allow movies from other 
territories to play on American systems. 


5. Finally, in order to watch DVD movies on 
your PS2, you'll simply need to turn the 
power on and put a DVD in the drive. You 
won't need a memory card in the system in 
the U.S., since the DVD driver's built into the 
system. If you've got one of the first 
Japanese PS2, you need to plug a standard 
PS1 DualShock pad into the system and hold 
up on the D-Pad while your disc loads to 
watch U.S. movies. This "feature" has been 
taken out of memory cards shipped with 
newer Japanese units.
